Becau.se of the recent dif¬ 
ficulties in Iran, the Baha’is 
there have been mentioned 
in the press from time to 
time. Rwently much mlsiri- 
formation has been spread, 
especially by enemies of the 
faith. The Spiritual As.sotn- 
hlv of the Baha’is of Sierra 
Madre would like to clarify 
the facts for our fellow 
Sierra Madreans. 

In Shiraz. 140 houses of 
Baha’is wore burned down 
or looted. In Navriz. 25 Ba¬ 
ha'i homes were burne d 
down. In Sarvlstan, Baha'is 
were driven to the mosques 
in an attempt to force them 


to recant their belief. In 
various other places, similar 
incidents occured. The lives 
of Baha’is and tlic destruc¬ 
tion of Baha’i holy places in 
Teheran and Shiraz were 
also threatened. These are 
typical of th» persecution 
being inflicted by fantaical 
elements on members of the 
Baha’i Faith in the wake oi 
the disturbance In Iran. Aa 
a result 700 Baha’is are 
known to be homeless. 

The ix)ot cause of these 
atrocities has been obscured 
mainly by misunderstanding 
of the relationship of the 
Baha’i Faith to Islam. Mos¬ 
lems have consistently de¬ 
nied the faith any recogni¬ 
tion since Its inception in 
Iran over a century ago. 
Though origlrwrting in Islam, 
the Baha’i Faith ha.s long 
.since become an entirely in- 
deircndetrt world rell^ o r>, 
related to Islam in exactly 
the same way as Christian¬ 
ity Is related to Judaism. 
The Baha’i Faith has adher¬ 
ents in 3-10 countries and de¬ 
pendencies. It has existed iii 
the United States for 80 
years arvd spread to over 
6,000 localities during that 
time.

In the 
past parents and concerned 
adults have recognized that 
for the moderatelv retarded 
adult or teen, life often be¬ 
comes endless days of tele¬ 
vision and boredom. Social 
programs, activity clubs and 
athletic leagues are closed to 
them. Families with a men¬ 
tally retarded child face 
many years ot responsibility 
and pressure. If there are no 
outside resources or activi¬ 
ties for the mentally retard¬ 
ed vouth. often the family 
must reluctantly consider in- 
st ilutkanalization. 


Facing the same problem 
are the physically handicap¬ 
ped. They too could benefit 
from social activities, team 
sports like wheelchair bas¬ 
ketball or ping pong, and 
shared hobby clubs.

The Del Norte Center will 
provide a unique program 
designed to offer a variety 
of activities to many of the 
.50,000 disabled residents of 
the Valley who have had no 
place to go in the past. 

Because the Center relics 
heavily on public and pri¬ 
vate donations, many fund 
raising events are being 
planed. A fashion show, 
sponsored by a department 
store and modeling agericy, 
is scheduled for the first 
week in January. Human 
Ecology and Resources has 
also acquired a permit from 
the City of West Covina to 
paint the identifying street 
numbers on curbs. 

On January 13. a campowt 
is planned at the Del Norte 
Cc.nter by the Boy Scouts ot 
America to honor the open¬ 
ing of the facility. All Scout? 
are invited to take part in 
this camp out. On this date, 
the facility will be opened to 
the public for viewing. All 
are welcomed to attend.

For someone like 
a Peace Corps volunteer who 
has lived lor two years in 
a remote jungle village, such 
an artifact can hold rich me¬ 
mories. “It connects you 
with the people you kneyv 
and the project," said Dennis 
Ferguson, a 31-year old ex- 
Peace Corps school construc¬ 
tion supervisor in Eucador. 
He returned to Southern 
Calfiomia last year and like 
most volunteers brou g h t 
iiome a modest collect of 
artifacts. 

Joined by other volunteers, 
I'erguson has assembled an 
exhibit of artifacts from 
Eucador, Liberia and the 
Ivory Coast to be opened at 
10 a.m. on Friday, February 
2 in tho Pasadena Central 
Library, 285 East Walnut. 
The twenty or so .keepsakes 
and handicrafts (more are 
still coming in) range from 
pottery to statutes and tapes¬ 
tries, each depictine some 
part of how a Peace Corps 


volunteer lives and works 
overseas. The month -long 
exhibit has another murpose. 
It will direct public attei\tion 
to a drive for Peace Corps 
and VISTA voluneers from 
ihe Pasadena, Sierra Madre 
area and San Gabriel Valley 
on Februrv 5 - 7. The three 
days of recruiting activities 
will center in ihe library’s 
Preview Room from 11 a.m.

“Job experience counts,” 
said Ferguson, referring to 
spring assignmen t s now 
seeking construction work¬ 
ers. carpenters, masons, me¬ 
chanics and electricians. He 
described other two year as¬ 
signments now open to ap¬ 
plicants with 4-year college 
degrees or minors in such 
science-based .subjects as 
chemistdy, physics, biology, 
math or gerteral science. 

College graduates can also 
find openings for engineer¬ 
ing, nursing, home econo¬ 
mics, business management 
and industrial arts teaching 
skills. Peace Corps host 
countirc-s span 65 developing 
nations in Asia, Africa, Latin 
America and the Pacific Al¬ 
though Peace Corps volun¬ 
teers must be at least 20 
years of age, there are no 
upper age liimts, Ferguson 
said.

State Income Tax 
Forms Are Mailed 

Alomts eight and a half 
million state income tax re¬ 
turns are on their way to 
California residen t s, the 
Franchise Tax Board refiort- 
ed last week. 

Distribution to post offices 
began immediately aft e r 
Christmas and all should be 
delivered by January 12 at 
the latest 

As.si.stant Executive Offi¬ 
cer James Gentz said tax¬ 
payers who have not moved 
will get them at home while 
those who moved will not 
and should call the depart¬ 
ment or pick them up at ore 
of 4,454 public distribution 
points. 

Most banks and post of¬ 
fices and many state offices 
and public libraries will 
have forms. They also will 
be available at the 700 vol¬ 
unteer tax assistance sites 
scheduled to open in early 
February. 

The department also i? 
mailing postcards with 
labels to 857,000 taxpayers 
who Indicated hast year that 
they did not need forms. 
These are mostly taxpayers 
whose returns are prepared 
by tax practitioners u.slng 
their own, state-approved re¬ 
turn forms. 

Eliminating almost a mil¬ 
lion forms saves tons of 
paper and more than $60,000 
in printing expense, Gentz 
said. By attaching the mail¬ 
ed label to their returns, co¬ 
operating taxpayers also 
help reduce prooessirvg costs. 

The final filing deadline 
this year is April 16. Many 
taxpayers will receive re¬ 
funds and should file as 
early as possible to avoid 
delays, Gentz suggested. 

Single oersoiv! with $5,000 
or more adiusted gross In¬ 
come and married couples 
with $10,000 or more ad¬ 
justed gross income are re¬ 
quired to file.

by Rosemead Blvd., the Po¬ 
mona Freeway, Whitti e r 
Narrows Dam. and sorne sc-rt 
of noisy refinery on Durfee 
Road! A totally unlikely 
spot, yet a beautiful haven 
for wintering migra t o r y 
waterfowl! And this is a 
great time of year for sup¬ 
erb viewing! 

Three ponds — one small 
of two acres In size; another 
three acres; and third very 
large, of 20 acres and five 
islands — were created to 
attract migrating waterfowl. 
All this is operated by the 
Whittier Narrows Nature 
Center (previously owned by 
the Audubon Society), and 
under the jurisdiction of th-e 
Los Angeles County Depart¬ 
ment of Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion. With 25 acres of water 
surface, a variety of water- 
fowl find a ready refuge in 
their migrations south!
